tional convention to consider the 
amendment which would prohi- 
bit the federal courts from exer- 
cising jurisdiction over school 
affairs. 


Unusual Procedure 


The governor invoked a sel- 


dom-used and never-successful 
procedure 
which allows 
the 


legislatures of two-thirds of the 
states to initiate a constitutional 
amendment 
without 
congres- 


sional approval. 


If the procedure succeeded, 


the proposed amendment woulc 
go back to the states. Three- 
fourths of them would have to 
ratify it before it could take 
effect. 


Wallace promised the legisla- 


ture to carry 
his self-styled 


crusade throughout the nation in 
the coming weeks. 


He told newsmen he plans to 


start Oct. 6 with a speech in 
Minden, La.

With the coming of Septem- 


ber, the fall rains, the warm 
soil and the cooling atmosphere 
combine to make ideal bulb 
Wanting conditions over most of 
the United States. Good root for- 
mation is encouraged while the 
tops are given little or no in- 
centive to start growth. Tulips 
are the notable exception. De- 
ay planting them until October. 


This means that daffodils, hy- 


acinths, crocus, scillas, snow- 
drops, snowflakes, grape hya- 
cinths, puschkinias and a host 
of lesser known bulbs among 
;he spring bloomers can be set 
out now. 
And if you haven't 


already done so, you can still 
plant colchicums, fall crocuses 
and sternbergias—if you live in 
a mild climate like the North- 
west, the hardy cyclamen, too. 
The first two, especially, can be 
counted upon to bloom this fall 
provided you get them in early. 


Blub Planting Depths 


Generally you 
can 
gauge 


planting depths by the size of 
the bulbs. Little ones like cro- 
cuses, snowdrops, etc., are best 
planted about two inches deep. 
Big ones like daffodils are best 
set five or six inches deep (to 
the bottom of the bulb). Tulips, 
again, are the exception. Plant 
them deep, expecially in light, 
sandy soils—about 8 to 12 inches 
is best. This discourages multi- 
plication of the bulbs and re- 
sults in more years of flowering. 


The deeper you prepare the 


soil the better the bulbs do. If 
you can prepare it three times 
as deep as you plant the bulb, 
so much the better. Also, plant 
all of one kind at the 
same 


depth so they-will flower at the 
same time. 


When planting large bulbs in 


solid beds in new soil, take a 
good, sturdy shovel or spade, 
lift off the top soil one shovel- 
blade deep over the entire bed 
and pile it aside. Then take 
your spade or spading fork and 
improve the soil' under it an 
equal depth. Mix in a two inch 
layer of compost and some good 
bulb food (or vegetable garden 
fertilizer) at the rate of five 
pounds per 10 by 10 foot square. 


Rake the surface smooth and 


set your bulbs evenly. Then pre- 
pare the top soil the same way 
and return it to its original lo- 
cation. Plant small bulbs the 
same, way, if you so desire, but 
not so deep or set them individ- 
ually. 


New Planting Ideas 


Bulbs to be planted in a nat- 


rualistic manner are best toss- 
ed up a few feet into the air, in 
a group, and planted where they 
land. For this, of course, use an 
individual planting tool like a 
bulb trowel—be sure it's not a 
weak one or the neck will bend 
—or a bulb planter which ex- 
tracts a circular core of soil 
and then lets you replace it. The 
long 'D' handled type is espe- 
cially useful because it saves 
bending.

Constitutionality of the Civil Rights Law 


Senator 
Barry 
Goldwater 
explained 


that he voted against the Civil Rights law 
as enacted by Congress because he felt 
that two sections of it wer§ unconstitu- 
tional. Now a federal panel of judges has 
held that the law does not apply to a spe- 
cific Birmingham, Alabama, short order 
restaurant.

mingham argued that it was a neighbor- 
hood restaurant, dependent for business 
almost completely upon area 
residents, 


that it was located far from any major 
highways and thus the interstate com- 
merce power of Congress did not apply. 
The federal panel agreed. In Georgia, how- 
ever, the motel was held to be involved 
in interstate commerce unless it restricted 
its business to state residents. And the 
Pickwick Restaurant in Atlanta has a repu- 
tation extending beyond the state borders. 


The government's argument is that 


segregation in any case causes racial fric- 
tion which in turn hampers interstate 
commerce. This is really stretching the 
point, but if it is not used, the entire-inter- 
state commerce right to end segregation 
must be abandoned—or each case must 
be determined according to the clientele 
the offender serves. The Civil Rights law 
itself has set up a similar differentiation 
in that it does not outlaw discrimination in 
small boarding houses of the famous "Mrs. 
Murphy" variety. 


This is not nit picking as much as it 


seems. The attempt to differentiate is 
really an effort to mediate the conflicting 
interests of public and private rights. The 
Supreme Court long ago ruled that a busi- 
ness operating primarily because of its 
appeal to the public must also operate in 
the public interest. This is quite separate 
from the interstate commerce power of 
Congress. But the rights of private prop- 
erty, never clearly defined in the United 
States, must also be upheld. 


We doubt that the public accommoda- 


tions section of the Civil Rights law is un- 
constitutional on its face. But it may not 
apply in every case of discrimination or 
segregation if only the interstate com- 
merce power is used for determination 
The United States Supreme Court is prob- 
ably going to get a lot of cases in the next 
few months.

It is clear and inescapable. 


No one can be a serious con- 
tender for the Presidency un- 
less he gains the respect of 
responsible and well-informed 
citizens who do not pay too 
much attention to the prophe- 
cies of the polls or the slo- 
gans of the political parties. 
Sometimes, as with Mr. Tru- 
man and President Kennedy, 
the personal distinction which 
sustained 
t h e i r challenge, 


b r i n g s them the ultimate 
prize. 


Sometimes, as with Mr. Wil- 


kie and Mr. Stevenson, their 
personal distinction manages 
to find a sweet savor even in 
the bitterness of defeat. But 
always, whether in victory or

t h e challenger 
Is 


doomed unless he persuades 
the country that he possesses 
the credentials of greatness. 


If Senator Goldwater has 


those credentials, he has for-

When Oscar Wilde visited 


America for the first time, the

my genius." 


Whether 
Wilde truly pos- 


sessed genius, or merely a 
talented kind of preciousness, 
we will have to leave to future 
generations to decide. It is 
certain, though, that he pos- 
sessed the basic belief of geni- 
us — a bold, stubborn and un- 
wavering confidence in 
his 


own greatness. 


Modesty is a pleasing and 


refreshing characteristic, but 
it is apparently an emotional 
luxury that the artist cannot 
afford before he has won rec- 
ognition and can then gra- 
ciously dispense with it. 


The blatant egotism of most 


of the world's great poets, 
painters and composers must 
be understood before it is con- 
demned out of hand. What the 
layman fails to realize is the 


creative artist's feeling 
of 


alienation from 
the normal 


world. He is trying to do 
something different and diffi- 
cult, and expects to be rebuff- 
ed for many years, or a life- 
time. 


This flaming self-assertive- 


ness is often the only thing 
that lies between the artist 
and the discouraged abandon- 
ment of his work. And, the 
greater the artist Jhe greater 
his sense of alienation — and 
the greater his need for com- 
plete self-reliance and 
self- 


confidence. 


It is true that many second- 


and third-rate men 
display 


outrageous vanity without a 
commensurate talent. But we 
must learn to suffer such con- 
ceit as part of even the in- 
ferior artist's reward for the 
pains, the uncertainties, -and 
the loneliness of creativity. 
Without this anodyne, his pain 
might be unendurable, as wit- 
ness the drunken death of Poe 
and simDar unapplauded geni- 
uses. 


We 
must 
also remember 


that the best part of an artist 
goes into the work, and the 
residue goes into hfs life; his 
work 
represents 
what 
he 


would like to be; his personal 
life is what he has to be. In 
his art, he is free for great- 
ness; in his life, he is often 
bound to pettiness. 


Most of us, as Churchill said 


of Atlee, have a great deal to 
be modest about. We should, 
therefore, be modest enough 
to accept an artist's Inflated 
version 
of 
himself without 


looking for lace nightgowns to 
laugh at.

are bronchial dilators; medica-

other secretions in ,the lungs 
and respiratory passages; inhal- 
ants to relax spasm in the re- 
spiratory system if that is a 
significant part of the problem. 


Yes, giving up smoking is a 


vitally important part of the 
treatment, and -that is some- 
thing you can and must do for 
yourself.

says my husband has arterios- 
clerosis. Is this the same as 
atherosclerosis?—MRS. L. B. 


They are both forms of hard- 


ening of the arteries. Atheros- 
clerosis usually refers to thick- 
ening of the inner lining of the 
small arteries as in parts of the 
heart, kidney and eye. Arterios- 
clerosis, implies a thickening of 
the wall of the larger arteries, 
such as the aorta (main'artery 
leading from the heart) and the 
large arteries of the legs. 
, The fatty deposits which ac- 
cumulate in the lining (atheros- 
clerosis) are more liable to ob- 
struct circulation by causing 
formation of clots.
